Discussing the rebellion in the 
Nortli-We.st the Pictorial World, Lou- 
don, Eng., of June -Itli, niake.s the fol- 
lowing coin [jli men tarv reference to tlie 
waj in which the i^Jortb-Wotit rebellion 
waa quelled: — 

"At home we cannot avoid contra.st 
ing the ability and swift competency in 
emergency wliich ha.s beou dis|)liiy(Hi, 
not only by the C'linadian militia, but 
by the War DepiirLmcnc of the Domi- 
nion in crushing thin rebellion wiLli the 
imbecility and feebleness with which 
owr generals and War Office have done 
much of their work in Egypt. General 
Middleton had afar "heavieroontract," 
as the American.s would say, on hand, 
wliun he undertook to .siiiusli Kiel and 
his Indian allie.s in the Arctic wastes of 
the North-West than bad Graham when 
he went forth to smash Osniaii Dignia. 
iliel and the half-breeds were not nukec' 
aavages, armed with nothing more for- 
midable than .spear and .sliitdd. The In- 
dian allies, who funi;hl as savagely us 
the hulf-breeds, were more forinitl.able 
with their rides in their hands than the 
Soudanese. Yet from begiiniing to end 
of his career he has gone on nuhasting 
and u II rest i 111,' from victory to victory. 
There have been no hitches, no bung- 
ling, no break ilowns of transports, no 
failure of organization. In fifteen days 
Mr. Oaron, the iSIinister of Militia, 
called to arms 4,000 volunteers, with 
•too horsea He furnished them with 
everything needful to comi)h'te their 
p([uir.nicnt and transport for iiiareiiing 
to the seat of war, I'.oOO miles distant. 
11 (> ])iislied forward three columns from 
widelv separated points to places hun- 
dreds of miles from tlie railway. He 
ke])t them adequatelv iiu|)plied with 
food and ammunition, and covered so 
iminonse a frontier with such a ni[)idity 
that, after the troo[)H got to the scene 
of action, the rclx'ls were only abh; to 
strike scattered or i.solated families of 
settlors. All this was done at a season 
of the year when the climate of Canada 
is worse than that of Siberia in winter, 
and it waa done on a sudden and with 
troops that have not been called to 
arms since 1 S70. 

"Let us frankh' admit that such 
comiJotfiut administration as this feat 
discloses ouglit to put the generals and 
the administrators of our regular army 
to ahanie. Let ua say it raises the mili- 
tary prestige of Oaiiada in the world to 
a height that wo may well envy. Even 
in the United States uiucli is admitted, 
and the Detroit News, in generously 
congratulating ourcountryinen on their 
success, says they have pei-forined a 
leat of which any military nation in 
world may be proutl. 

''Tlies(s bovs, gathered from the 
shops, offices, and farm.s of Nova 
Scotia, Qtiebec, Ontario and Manitoba, 
traversed a country much more difficult 
than the British would have been com 
pelled to cover between Pishin and 
Herat. Moreover, they met, fought, 
and beat an enemy much more forniida 
ble than either Afghans or Turcomans. 
The que.slion which is now iieing put 
is this; — What mark of Imperial ap- 
proval or congratulation has been giv 
en to the War Minister who organized, 
and the officers and men who won 
these victories for the Dominionl As 
yet the Queen and the Queen's Govern 
meat have conteinpuio"sl v treated 
these militiamen of the Doniiiiion who 
have given the. Ini()(!rial military au- 
thorities a lesson in the art of war 
which it would be well for England if 
they would take seriotisly to heart." 

ENDING OF THE NOTHWEST HE- 
BELLIUN. 

The welcome dispatch that the North- 
west rebellion ia at an end is received 
with a seliBe of relief; after inoiitlis 
of a sovore atrugi^lu with the duliiriniiied 
renegades they have l)een forccil into 
Bubjectiiiu at a cost of about §"J,000,OnO 
to the Dofninion govornnuitit.

While all honor 
is duo the loyal volunteers who otl'cred 
thoir sorvicea and lives f'lr the pretectioii 
of homes and government, not too much 
praise can be given Ihu t;allmit Gunorul 
Middleton, who so bravely led his men at 
Fish creek and Batoche. There is not a 
mother, wife ur niater of the bravo mtiii 
ia that momnrable skirmish line wlio will 
not fail to lliiiidi (ioiieral iMiddletoti for 
the safe return of their loved ones. The 
important details devolved on a [general 
oflicur arc hardly appreciated by llioso 
not in actual service. Every vantage 
gained or point woo from the enemy ia 
due to the perfectly matured plana 
of tliQ one ina.ster-mind that guides 
the futo of an army. General Mid- 
dleton, amid all the great mental and 
physical exertion of his campaign, was 
ever on the alort for the safety and com- 
fort of hi& men, and not a hardaliip did 
they endure tliat w.ia iKJt shared by him. 
At Fish crook oven in tlie e.xcitement of 
battle, he waa frei|uently seen to pause, 
and bending over the stretcher iipnii 
which Boino poor wounded acddior lay 
gave a kindly word of cheer and aymp itliy 
that must have alleviateil half the pain. 
The same thim,' mi|ilit be said at llatoche; 
during those four trying days in which a 
splendid struiiyle for mastery waa waged 
almost iuceaaantly. Nolwithatafid ing hia 
own fatigue ho visited reyulurly the hos- 
pital tents and persumtlly cared fur the 
sick and woundod. It wa.s bis policy to 
save his men if he could liy slow, sure 
work, rather than sacriliee them in a rash 
or hasty charge. The history of tlio 
Northwest rebellion will go to posterity 
aa an important epoch in the lives of those 
who lived iu the Dominion of Canatia; but 
in tfaose annals will be recorded the <{al~ 
lant deeds cf General Middletua and the 
brave men who risked their lives iu the 
service of their country.

She ia not so much a fighting ship aa a 
depot for liehting ships, ."^he was orit;in 
ally a merchant ve.-^sel, and was p.ircliased 
by our government and c inverted into a 
torpedo ship. She ia a torpedo ship in a 
very special sense. iSho haa her own 
porta for the dispatch of Whiteheads on 
her own account; she has extoiisivo work- 
shops for the repair of all kind.-: oi torpedo 
mechanism and appliances, ,uid alio h.i.a 
on board of hor a largo Ih.tiUa of iwift 
second-class torpedo boats — torpedo boats, 
that is, that are not capable of midntain- 
ing an independent existence at sea, but 
are necesaarily attached to Bumo> larj<er 
vessel. In any naval onaauement th(i 
Hecla cijultl nut only on ocoa^^ion hurl oui 
her own deadly inia.ilea, hut eoiild aenct 
out a ttlude lirood of theae ugly duekliiins, 
ivho have every capacity of indepiuideni 
action while afloat, but who, hav^l^ done 
their spiteful work, would make fur the 
parent ship and be haulded on board. 
These are second class torpedo boats as dis- 
tinct from the firat-claaa, which ar(^ small 
sea-going vessels that may on a pinch malii' 
lung voya^'es by fhemaelvus. (Ine of thi-iii 
a short time since went to .-X uat r'alia liy 
itself. (If the second-claaa torpedo 
launches the llecia has aevi^ral, am! what 
with these and her own boats this hue 
ship has tho .appearand! of being ipiite a 
fleet ill herself. Hiie ia among the long 
eat shipa in tlie Britiah navy, her length 
being over 390 feet, and from end to end 
of her she ia full uf deadly stores for the 
i:upply of tho fleet to which she is attach- 
ed, or of deadly engines f.jr bur own in- 
dependent nae. Apart from her torpe- 
does, however, her armament la nothing 
very groat in these times. She haa live 
or six C-l pounders, beautiful-looking 
guns, bright a.s new pins — aa, indeed, 
everything is about tho ship — but of iio 
great power. Among the curiosities of 
her defeiicea is the protection of her 
cylinders and boileru by lu'r coal hunk 
ers, p.aeked full of coal, with thin iron 
platea intervening. This is an ingenious 
adaptation of merchantman structure to 
purposes of defence. Euyiiies and boilers 
in all lighting ships built for lighting are 
jdiiced low down out of the way. The 
llecla's, on the cuntiaiy, an' high up iu the 
ship. The hull of the vessel is divided 
into seven water-tight eompartnu^nts, so 
that it would jirobably take seviiral holes in 
her bottom to sink her, and she has the 
further protection ol a torpedo net extend- 
ing around hor at the end of booms.

.A correspoudeirt of r,e INlanitoba gives 
an acce>uut of the aull'eriugs of tho family 
of the lute Joseph Touroiid, resulting from 
tho battles of Fiah Ureok and Batoche. 
Tho writer states that Joseph Toutond 
removed three years ago with his wife and 
eight children from the parish of St. 
[' riiiiCois \.tv;er to Fuili Cieek, whore ho 
built a beautiful reaidenco and wdiere he 
resided until tho beginning of last year, 
(vhon bis death occurred. One of his 
soiia followed him shortly afterwards to 
the tomb, leaving Madame Touroiid with 
a himily com[)osed of live boys and two 
girla, aged reapoctively IS and 20 yoara. 
When (leneral Middleton'a army arrived 
the hinise waa attacked wdth cannon, and 
the Touroud hrotliera, in the hope of 
saving llioir property joined the little 
band of iiiaurgenta cominanded by Du- 
moiit, and fought aa heat they could. 
During this time the two yming girla fear- 
ing for thoir lives and yielding only to 
their fright, eacaped with one Mias tier- 
vaia, earrj'iiig in their arms two young 
children, .\linoat without clothing they 
gained the weoda and diaappeared to bo 
founii no more. Without doubt they 
perished with cold aud hunger. After tho 
battle of Fish Creek, tho Tourouda re- 
treated til Batoche. Two of the aona fell 
upon the field of battle; a third waa dan- 
;;i-rooaly wouudeil; uml the remaining two 
are now priaouera at llegina. The mother 
ia now aloiio, without a dwelling, without 
the inciUis of subsistence, and without 
even tho support uf the cliildren who have 
survived so many inisfurtuiies.

ENGLAND. 
London, July (S. — In the house of lords 
this afternoon Lord Salisbury made a 

atatoment to the etl'eot that ho would con- 
tinue the policy lidopted by Gladstone in 
regard to negotiations with Russia for the 
settlement of the frontierof Afghanistan. 
Salisbury, in moving the adjournment of 
the boiuo, said jr. would be convenient to 
explain the condition of one or two im- 
portant questions, which greatly affected 
foreign atl'aira and the position of England 
In matters uf the gravest importance. In 
regard to the recent negotiations with 
liuasia in reference to the frontier of 
.•Vfghaiiiatan, the business of the govern- 
ment was not to consider or comment on 
the past; it was their business to take tho 
policy of thoir prodecesiors and conduct 
it to an issue consistent with tho public 
interest. It was not their business to en- 
tor on any eoniroversy regarding that pol- 
icy. It must be observed that there were 
very clear realrictiona upon the action of 
the present govurumeiit, arising from tho 
fact that they had assumed office at a time 
when certain matters wore drawing near, 
the result being that many pledges wore 
given, aud the first duty of any govern- 
ment was to see that the pledges which 
an Kugliah govonimont had given should 
be (d)aerved.

Most moil exposed lo tliu aiiuw 
and raiu wear rubber boots. A Uiiul of 
rubber bIioo has been nimle e.xpre.s.sly fur 
proteoting the hools made of belled wool, 
that uro now so popular with luuibei nieii 
and others who work iu the cold. Kub- 
ber ia now au iugrcdieut in variou.s kinds 
of paiuL lOvery woman liius a water- 
proof cliialc, and many uieu liavo water- 
proof coats. A complete suit of waler- 
jtroof garuieutd from cap to 
sbo«a, cau be obtuiuud from au/ 
dealer in rubber clothing. 'Vha 
number and variety of articles now kepi 
in rubber stores surprises a person who 
yiaita one for the first time. 'I'hey em- 
brace almost everything that is mauu- 
factured for ornameut or usa The num- 
ber of rubber toys is almost eudless. 
Kearly every article that was once manu- 
factured from bone, horn, wood or metal 
is now miuli! from rubber. From infancy 
to old ago, during sickness uuj health, wo 
ore constantly using rubber in some foria 
Goodyear endowed it with new i)ropertie.-i, 
and made it subserve purpose.s tor which 
it could not be used in its natural state, 
while Mackintosh rendered it soluble, so 
that it co'ild bo incorporated in the fiber 
of cloth and other substances. 

The many uses to which rubber has 
been applied during the pa>t forty years 
has caused its price lo advanc e iu all parts 
of the world wliere it ia obtained, 'i'be 
natives of iira/.il, from which most of the 
bes: rubber i;; obtained, once wu.steil ino.st 
of the product of the rubber fore.sl3. Uf 
late yeai o tht-y ha> u relied on the money 
they obtaiu"d from it fur tht-ir support. 
Our consul at I'ara .slates that percent, 
of the exports from the valley uf ibu 
Amazon consists of rubber. 'I'he inhabi- 
lanls neglect all other industries for col- 
lecting rubber. AVilh the linest pastures 
iu the world, they eat jerked 
Ijeef from the Argentine Keimb- 
lic and canned meats from the 
United States. Wilb vast s-upplics of 
excellent tisli, which are "easily caught, 
they cat immense (piantities of salt cod 
smoked licrrings uliiaiued from n(jrlliern 
countries. W itii deiise forests uf the most 
valuable sorts of wood tbey in. port tlieir 
furniture and most of their building ma- 
terials. Kot many months ago the price 
of crude rubber was ts.i cunts jjor pound at 
Para, and the average inhabitant could 
supply his wants by working one day a 
week in the rabbor forests. Kci ently the 
price has declined, and the priec now paid 
by the menjhants of Para is oi.ly .i-i cents 
per pound. In consequeaco of this de- 
cline many are seeking new means of ob- 
taining a living. 

A few yenrs ago there was considerable 
alarm over I he report that the sources of 
the supply of rubber were failing. Tho 
governments of several Euro; .in coun- 
tries instructed their agents abroad to as- 
certain what measures could be resorted 
to for the purpose of keeping the market 
supplied with rubber, which had become 
of 80 much value in the art.s. It now 
seems likely that rubber is to become more 
plenty, and that the prici' will be lower 
than it has been at any time since the 
article came into general use. -V new 
method of coagulating the juice without 
the employment of smoke is reported from 
Brazil. It is tho invention of Antonia 
Boutes, of that countr5'. .V new source of 
supply has also lieen discovered in a tree 
from which rubber has not been obtaine'd. 
A knowleci^ of it was obtained by our 
consul at Hio.Ianoir'i rom S. S. ^^chi:idl''r, 
who resides at (.ftnii uius, in the provinco 
of San I'aulo. T ids communication, 
wliicli bos been traiismitted to W usbiiig- 
ton, is as follows; 

"The mangaba or mungubeirn, as it it 
called in Brazil, is a tree of medium size 
belonging to tho apocynaea. It preserjts 
a graceful appearance, something like the 
weeping willow, with droopiug braJiches 
and BUiall oblong-shaped leaves of a 
glossy dark green, finely marked, and hav- 
ing a sharp rounded point at the a; e.x. 
This tree yields an excellout rubber, but 
up to a few mouths agn, before my ccim- 
ing to this province, it was only esteemed 
on account of its fruit, which possesses a 
fine aroma, a delicious taste, and makes a 
preserve which is a great favorite with 
the Brazilians. This fruit is about tho 
size of a large plum, of a yellowish color, 
marked with reddish spots or streaks. It 
is only fit to be eaten when it falls fr(mi 
the tree, as it is then perfectly ripe. Tho 
mangaheira hiLS therefore tlie double ad- 
vantage of hearing fruit which can be ux. 
ported, and of yie.ding a valuable rubber. 
The inliabitjiDts of this [jrovince of San 
Paulo are just biiginning to realize tho 
the vast stores of uiidevelopied wealth ex- 
isting in their vast ])lains, and a lino 
quality of rubber will be exportid which 
will soon ival that of I'ara in <|ualitv, if 
not in quantit)". 

"The process of extracting nu!k from 
tho mangnbeira tree is very simple, and 
possesses great ad \antago over the "erin- 
gueiras of I'ara, as it is met with in largo 
quantities in the most healthy lucalities. 
It flourishes only in sandy .'^oil, and h 
therefore only encounlereci in unproduc- 
tive land unlit fur the ordinary purposes, 
of agriculture. When the milk is about 
to bo ( ollected, each person must he sup- 
plied with about twenty large round tins 
as well u.s a large knife (facao). llu 
should make obli(|U(^ ineisions in the tree, 
sloping downwards at a little distance 
from each other, all aruund tho trnnl;, 
cutting only the outer bark, and jilacing 
immediately ou the ground below the cuts 
a basin or large tin which will collect the 
milk as it exudes. When full those tins 
can be emptied into a larger vessel. Tho 
same process is continued during tho 
whole day, each person treating from ten 
to liftpen trees or more in this mamx^r, 
and thus from five to eight kilos of milli 
can bo collected The incisions shoulil 
not be deep, and a great number should 
not be made on tho same tree, as tlu'y 
may weaken or kill it, as has so frei|ucnlly 
occurred with the seriugueira, the rubber 
of Para."
